“I'm glad the whole affair is over. I’m 
really relieved to be back in Australia 
together with the Marconi lads.” 


They were the words of 
Australia’s giant World 
Cup centre-back, Tony 
Henderson, back in Syd- 
ney after a brief stay in 
Florida with NASL club, 
Fort Lauderdale Strikers. 

“The Henderson File’ 
opened five weeks ago, 
when Fort Lauderdale’s 
German coach, Eckhard 
Krautzen, came to Au- 
stralia looking for a new 
sweeper. His regular 
sweeper, Figeroa, left the 
Strikers to go back to 


Chile for preparations wi- 
th the Chilean World Cup 
squad. 

Henderson was on 
Krautzen’s shopping list, 


who immediately stated 
to Marconi that he would 
be prepared to offer 
$80,000 for a transfer, and 
to Henderson a contract 
of some $150,000 for three 
years plus match pay- 
ments. 

Some of the players on 
Fort Lauderdale’s payroll 
are Peru's Cubillas, Ger- 
many's Holzenbein, Eng- 
land's Brian Kidd, and 
Holland's goalkeeper, 
Van Beveran. 

A somewhat annoyed 
Henderson told me: “I 
was all excited by the bi 
money being talked 
about, and it has certainly 
disturbed and unsettled 
me. | went across and 
trained with the Strikers 
for three weeks. The 
paid me $800 per Weck 
Just to train. 

“The annoying aspect 
of the whole matter was 
that Krautzen would NOT 
commit himself to a defi- 
nite decision to sign me 
up once he got me in 
America.

EDITORIAL 


Australian Soccer administrators have a 
great talent for debate. They'll argue for hours, 
or days, or weeks about matters which they 
consider of world-shattering importance. 

In direct contrast, the simple things in the 
game appear too complex to be solved. 

Like making sure opposing teams are dres- 
sed in contrasting gear at matches. 

One phone call from a club secretary to 
another club secretary, several days before a 
match, is all that is required. 

Imagine this conversation: 

“Is that your Harry? Next Sunday, we will 
wear light blue jerseys, white shorts and blue 
socks. How does.that suit you?” - 

“Well, we had planned to wear our light 
blue strip also, But we'll use the red jerseys 
with red shorts. That should ensure a good 
contrast. Thanks, George.” 

What could be easier? The whole affair 
settled in less than two minutes. Perhaps it is 
too easy for our administrators to work out. 
They are used to much more difficult prob- 
lems and would not waste their time making 
two-minute phone calls. 

We were reminded of these matters when 
Sydney City Slickers played Leichhardt at Syd- 
ney Athletic Field. 

lickers wore their usual light blue jerseys. 
Leichhardt wore identically coloured blue 
jerseys, with a couple of maroon stripes. 

So once again, Soccer took a leaf out of the 
books of “minor football codes.” It is quite 
normal for Rugby League, Rugby Union and 
Aussie Rules teams to wear similar strips. (In a 
televised Rugby Union game seed A BOTH 
teams wore green would you believe!) 

And it wasn’t St Patrick’s Day! 

Next time you watch English Soccer on TV, 
have a look at the gear worn by players. 
You'll find a complete contrast — right 
down to shorts and socks. 

This is not done because the clubs have 
plenty of money to spend on alternative play- 
ing strips. It is done because Soccer owes a lot 
to the spectators. It also owes top presentation 
to TV companies which pay big money to 
screen matches. 

If you told any English Soccer official that it 
is quite acceptable for 22 players in one game 
to wear light blue jerseys he'd think you were 


mad, 
Maybe Australian Soccer is mad. 
This is not the first time ASW has raised this 
“colourful” topic in an editorial. 
It won't be the last either . . . unless clubs in 
the PSL and in State Leagues come to their 
senses.

It is hard for press men to comment on 

matches when they are not told the matches 
are on! 
On top of everything else, it was decided 
that last Wednesday's Ampol Cup matches 
should be played as a triple header, with the 
first game kicking off at 5.30. 

Sydney City, scheduled to play St George at 
that time, bitterly complained that their play- 
ers would have to miss half a day at work and 
et wages would need to be made up by the 
club. 

Sydney City and St George would have been 
happy to play at St George Stadium at a more 
suitable hour but they were told this was not 
permissible. 

For the past 25 years, the Ampol Cup has 
been an institution in NSW Soccer and it used 
to be a top competition. 

This year, it has been anything but that. 

By the way, it is meant to be a pre-season 
competition. Yet here we are, with the season 
well advanced, and the Ampol Cup semi-finals 
have not been staged. 

Soccer's administrators cannot place all the 
blame on the weather.

BULGARIA 


Bulgarian club, CSKA of Sofia, has drawn hot 
favourites for this year's European Cup, West 
Germany's Bayern Munich. 

The Germans won the European Cup in 1974-76, 
under the leadership of Franz Beckenbauer, who has 
now retired. 

However, the Bulgarians are known as giant-killers, 
having knocked out of the Cup many top name clubs in 
years gone by. Their latest scalp was England's pow- 
erful Liverpool, knocked out two weeks ago when the 
Bulgarians won 2-0 at home after losing the first leg in 
England by 1-0. 

Last year, the Bulgarians knocked out another En- 
glish giant, Nottingham Forest, in the first round. 

It is thus imperative that the Germans tread cau- 
tiously in Sofia for the first leg, and then go for the kill 
in the return leg in Munich, to be played on April 21. 

The Final of the European Cup will be staged in 
Rotterdam on May 26. 


WEST GERMANY 


Bayern Munich’s ace striker, and European 
Footballer of the Year for the last two ye: 
Karl-Heinz Rummenigge, recently injured a Il- 
gament in his left knee. 

He is almost certain to miss the first leg of the 
European Cup clash with CSKA Sofia of Bulgaria. 

Bayern Munich's Cup chances hinge heavily on 
Rummenigge’s appearance. 


BELGIUM 


Top Belgium club, Anderlecht, Cup Winners’ 
Cup champions in 1976 and 1978, drawn to play 
England’s Aston Villa in the European Cup 
semi-finals next week, are rated as the best 
outsiders to go through and win the European 
Cup. 

They have knocked out crack clubs Juventus of Italy, 
and Yugoslavia's Red Star in the last two rounds of this 
prestiguous competition, which could see the Euro- 
pean Gup leave England for the first time in five years. 


Barcelona will host the Cup Winners’ Cup 
Final on May 12 in a night match, 

The local team still in the competition, Barcelona, 
will have to overcome the powerful English side and 
current F.A. Cup holders, Tottenham Hotspur, if they 
a not want to be mere spectators on the big night in 

pain. 

On the other hand, Spurs will be out to salvage some 
reputation after losing the League Cup Final to Liver- 
pool two weeks ago.

Smoke signals are already beginning to go 
out to indicate there is more than a a 
of concern in South America over the com- 
ing World Cup Finals in Spain. 


I toyed with the idea of using the word “panic”, but 
decided on “concern”, as it involved such great teams 
as world champions Argentina and Brazil. 

And we are always led to believe that teams such as 
Brazil and Argentina never panic — get excited certain- 
ly, but panic . . . never! 

The reason for the concern is over European re- 
ferees’ possible leniency to violent play in the World 
Cup Finals. 

¢ coaches of the four South American finalists — 
Argentina, Brazil, Peru and Chile — met last week in 
Santiago, Chile, to discus and exchange ideas about 
refereeing levels in Spain, where they think the Euro- 
pean refs might apply criteria different from their South 
American counterparts. 

The seatiagn meeting, by the way, was convened by 
the Chilean Soccer Federation. Chile, of course, is a 
country well known for its dislike of violence. 

So far, Brazil’s coach Tele Santana has been rather 
quiet on this matter, but Argentina's Cesar Luis 
Menotti has been quick to air his views. 

“Every foul which has the intention of preventing an 
adversary player dominating the ball, should receive 
the yellow card (official warning), Senor Menotti 
vowed. 

“Fouls to impede the game should be wiped out of 
Soccer completely.” 

It would be tremendous if it happens. But in all 
honesty, it seems a complete impossibility where the 
human factor is involved. 

However, after studying the reports of the South 
American coaches’ conference and Menotti’s state- 
ments, I thoroughly believe Argentina cannot retain 
their title in Spain in June, 

If Menotti is so worried over the refereeing, then 
there must be something wrong with his squad. If ever 1 
saw a smokescreen this is it. 

Having attended the last World Cup Final series in 
Argentina and watched all of Argentina's games, I do 
think Menotti will have a refereeing problem in Spain. 

For remembering Argentina, the gauchos will never 
be treated so leniently as they were at the River Plate 
Stadium on so many occasions. 

One can’t help remembering their clash with Hun- 
gary when Hungarians Tibor Nyilasi and Andros To- 
rocsik were sent off, after extreme provocation. 

Maybe under Senor Menotti’s present trend of 
thought, one or two of his players would also have 
walked that night. 

And there was also the game against France, where 
the referee was very harsh on the Europeans. 

With this in mind, it is little wonder Menotti is 
concerned about the refereeing in Spain, 

As for the Chileans. Having seen them in action 
against our own Socceroos in Berlin in the 1974 Final 
series, the least said about this lot the better. 

If you cast your mind back to that game, Socceroo 
defender Col Curran was carried off after a terrible 
tackle by a Chilean and Ray Richards was sent off after 
some incredible incidents against the South Americans. 

Also in the West German finals, the Brazilian team 
played so tough, they made a film about them —I think 
it was called “The Dirty Dozen”! 

As for the remaining South American country, Peru, 
oy should sit back, say nothing and keep their mouths 

ut. 

Every member of their team should have been 
“swabbed” after that unforgettable performance 
against Argentina in 1978. 

Somehow against all the odds, they lost 6 - 0 to the 
gauchos, in a match that got Argentina into the final 
and eliminated Brazil. 

To this day, I'm convinced that if this match had 
been a horse race, there would have been the biggest 
inquiry in the history of racing. 

With such a situation existing and with the South| 
Americans already showing their hand, it is evident 
they are not confident about the series in Spain. 

The records show the Cup has only been captured on 
one occasion by a South American team at a European 
venue - by Brazil in Sweden in 1958. 

That series heralded the “coming” of Pele, who 
scored two goals in Brazil’s 5 - 2 victory over Sweden in 
the final game. 

Apart from this, the South Americans have been 
unable to handle the Europeans in their own back yard. 

Maybe this time will be different. Brazil, in recent 
games, have indicated this could be so. 

But I can’t help feeling that this meeting of the four| 
coaches in Chile has a touch of desperation about it. 

What is it that someone once said — where there’s 
smoke there’s fire?

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STEVE DARBY 


Y BRAD EARL 


Steve Darby landed in 
Tasmania for a job with 
one of the lowest State 
League clubs in that 
State at the beginning of 
1980 . . . 12 months la- 
ter he was the State Di- 
rector of Coaching. 

After one full year as the 
“chief” of coaching in Tas- 
mania, his reputation is 
spreading — he was on the 
short-list for the Brisbane 
City job, but he withdrew, 
because he couldn’t have a 
two-year contract. 

He said he felt a coach 
can’t make enough plans in 
a year — so, in his own 
words, he put principles be- 
fore wallet. 

What makes this am- 
bitious guy tick? He is do- 
ing a very professional job 
in an area which isn’t re- 
nowned for its great Soccer 
ability. 

Steve’s probably the 
youngest top-level coach in 


‘Australia, and he must be | 


‘one of the youngest State 
coaching directors in the 
world — at only 27. 

His first appointment in 
Australia was as full-time 
player-coach of Devonport 
in the Tasmanian State 
League. 

That was an ambitious 
step by Devonport, but 
their gamble paid off. Dar- 
by lifted them from second 
last in 1979 (escaping rele- 
gation by one goal) to sixth, 
and making the club one to 
be feared in Tasmania. 

While at Devonport, 
Darby did the FIFA Diplo- 
ma of Soccer Instructor 
course (in New Zealand), 
and joined the small band 
of coaches in this country 
who hold the FIFA badge. 

After only 12 months in 
Australia, he was selected 
as D.O.C. at the beginning 
of 1981. 

A case of being in the 
right place at right time, as 
he puts it, 

A goalkeeper, Liver- 


pool-born Steve was a you- [ 


th player with U.K. lower 
division side, Tranmere 
Rovers, although, with re- 
freshing honesty, he admits 
he was “really never good 
enough”, 

“T did a physical educa- 
tion degree at Carnegie 
College in Leeds, and then 
I was lucky enough to get a 
job in the Middle East,” 
Darby said. 

He was in Bahrain for 18 
months before coming to 
Tasmania, as a player- 
coach with a first division 
club and assistant national 
coach to Jack Mansell (now 
Israel boss) when the full 
and youth national squads 
went into camp. 

“Then we all got 
sacked.” 

In his present capacity, 
Darby has a wide range of 
duties, They include: 

@ coaching coaches 
(“that’s my bread and 
butter”). In January, he as- 
sisted Jimmy Shoulder in a 
senior course held at Mar- 
coni Stadium in Sydney. 

@ working with other 
sports (including the State 
cricket team) and with the 
physical education depart- 
ment. 

© a lot of PR and promo- 
tional work through the 
media. 

© working with the individ- 


ual clubs during the season. 
© coaching the senior State 
team and youth teams. 
Last year was the 
time since 1976 that a rep- 
resentative State team was 
picked, and Darby decided 
that the team should consist 
only of Australians,.a game 
move in a State where there 
are many UK players. 
“This side’s created a lot 
of interest here. We played 
the curtain-raiser to the 
Australia v Indonesia 
World Cup match, and we 
had a 2-0 win over the Vic- 
torian under 21 side. That 
was the big test for us. 
“We also beat a Tasma- 
nian ‘rest of the world’ side 
1-0, and we beat South 
Melbourne 2-0 in October, 


“My goalkeeper, Phil 
Kannegeiser, hasn't con- 
ceded a goal, and he’s defi- 
nitely up to Philips League 
standard.”” 


So that’s the top strata of 
Darby's coaching duties, 
but he doesn’t neglect the 
lowest echelons. 


“J wanted to make sure 
every primary school team 
had a coach who had at- 
tended the level one basic 
course. 


“Soccer is booming in 
the schools, and it’s defeat- 
ing Aussie Rules.” 


Last year Darby decided 
to do away with State 
junior teams at under 13, 
14 and 15 level. 

Why? 


“Because I felt only rich 
kids were going. 

“They go now at 16 and 
18 and the State pays. 

“Also the kids were los- 
ing the honour of playing 
for Tasmania; I felt they 
were getting it too easy.” 

Another level is club coa- 
ching. 

“Tn the season I go with 
each individual club and 
show them what can be 
done in THEIR particular 
situation, 

“T’m working on a star 
system, whereby the play- 
ers get promoted in the 
media, and then to get 
them to come back and 
help the kids. 

“TIL also get a group of 
young kids and a group of 


senior players, and show 
the kids that, no matter 
what age, the two groups 
still do the same thing, only 
at a different speed, so the 
kids see what they have to 
aim for.” 

What about the standard 
of Tasmanian Soccer, and 
Philips League plans? Last 
year a submission was dis- 
cussed for a representative 
team (to be known as the 
“Tasmanian Devils”) to 
play in the Philips League, 
and there has also been talk 
in past years of one club 
side to compete as a Tas- 
manian representative. 

“Realistically only a 
State side could go into the 
PSL,” Darby replied. “The 
players would have to boost 
their fitmess level greatly, 


“There are some very 
good players here. Some of 
the imports are Peter 
Brine, who played 200 
games for Middlesbrough, 
and is presently player- 
coach of Hobart Juventus 
— and doing a tremendous 
job; Eric Young, who was 
with Manchester United 
and England Youth and 
played 300 games in the 
Fourth Division; Peter 
Sawdon and Ian Parker, 
who have done well here.” 

Parker, a young out-and- 
out left winger, trialled wi- 
th West Adelaide in the 
summer. 

Darby said that John 
Charlton, son of famous 
English international Jack, 
was one of the best players 
in Tasmania last year after 
switching from centre-half 
to midfield, and he scored 
the goal of the season to 
clinch the State League for 
Brighton. 

“There are four or five 
Australian players who are 
really good, and they would 
have been PSL players had 
they been born in Victoria 
or New South Wales.” 

Some of the players he 
mentioned were Steven and 
Phil Kannegeiser, Luchi 
Fabrizio (who is studying at 
the Australian Institute of 
Sport this year), Willie Pe- 
ters, Larry Nunn, Chris 
Hey, Mark Oakes, Darby 
Conlan. 


“They're the core of the PP 


State side.” 

Back on a more personal 
level, Darby praises the 
support of the president of 
the TSF, Vic Tuting (76 
years old), but says he has 
upset a few people in the 
‘organisation 


Darby pointed out some 
of the things that annoy 
him in Soccer. 

@ “Coaches who openly 
criticise each other, I be- 
lieve we're in a profession 
and should act in a profes- 
sional manner. 

‘© “People who say they 
know it all in coaching — 
they really frighten me. 
The cliche, you never stop 
learning, is so true in Soc- 
cer, and we have a chance 
in Australia to learn from 
different nationalities of 
coaches. 

®@ “So-called journalists 
in the Soccer press criticis- 
ing the national coaching 
scheme, which is proving to 
be good for Soccer. 

“The national coaching 
scheme stops conmen and 
bandits obtaining money 
from clubs under false pre- 
tenses.” 

Darby also served a 
broadside to adminis- 
trators. 

“Having been sacked in 
the past, it never ceases to 
amaze me how amateur di- 
rectors can dictate a profes- 
sional’s life.” 

Darby is on the way up in 
Australian Soccer, and with 
such a good start at such a 
young age, it wouldn't 
come as a surprise to see 
him eventually reach the 
top echelon of coaching. 

However, for the pre- 
sent, Darby has a tough job 
to do, but he has much faith 
in what Tasmania has to 
offer Australian Soccer.

DARBY’S DRILL 
THE BASIC COACHING COURSE 


OUTLINED BY TASMANIAN COACHING DIRECTOR, STEVE DARBY 


The following is the core con- 
tent of a Level 1 (basic) sports 
specific Soccer course. 

The content is flexible, depending on 
the type of candidate, eg. physical educa- 
tion student, or practicing teacher, or 
interested parent. The aim of the course 
is to give every candidate a knowledge of 
the basic techniques of Soccer, and how 
to apply these techniques to a group in an 
enjoyable and purposeful manner. 
Where possible, every candidate must be 

hysically involved in the practice as this 
1s felt to be the best wey to learn (ex- 
periencing the learning difficulties of the 
young player) — while each candidate is 

racticing, the instructing coach can give 
individual attention. The coach should 
aim that every person leaving the course 
has understood everything — don’t be 
scared of going right to the basics, take 
nothing for granted, If the player quality 
of the candidates is high, then these 
exercises can be applied with more 
pressure, eg. using targets. All coaching 
points should be demonstrated. Become 
a model for the candidate to emulate, be 
smart, enthusiastic, and make sure the 
candidates enjoy the course. 


A. PASSING 

1. Organisation: one ball between two (1 
v 5 in basic grid formation. Pass the 
ball between each other, stop and 
return, progressing to one-touch, 
Coaching points: kick with inside of 
foot (‘“‘stripes”); strike centre of ball; 
firm ankle, short follow-through. 
Coaching themes: accuracy and 
weighting (technique). 

. Organisation: 3 v 1 in grids, trying to 
keep possession, progressing to 2 v 1. 
Coaching points: running after a pass 
to make good angles; passing into 
team-mate’s path; look one way and 
pvss the other. 

Coaching themes: timing; passing ang- 
les; deception. 


B, CONTROLLING 

Organisation: 1 v 1, one ball, kicking 
the ball along the ground, progressing 
to throwing the ball for quality serve. 
Coaching points: demonstrate and let 
ccadidates practice with foot, thigh 
and chest. 

Coaching themes: be on toes; in line of 
flight of ball; relax controlling surface 
of body, 


C, CONTROLLING AND PASSING 

Organisation: place two cones, one at 
each end of a small area (30m x 20m) 
to make a goal — a small pitch is made 
in seconds. 
Coaching: (i) start with 8 v 8 in this 
area and let the chaos which will 
eventuate carry on for a few moments; 
(ii) stop the game, ask people how 
many times they have touched the ball) 
(iii) reduce the game to 3 v 3 plus 
goalkeepers and illustrate the eae 
points of passing and controlling in the 
game situation. 


D. A REST PERIOD OF FIVE MINU- 
TES TO CONSOLIDATE MAIN 
POINTS, AND QUESTION AND 
ANSWER 


E, HEADING 

(Do not spend too Jong on this topic as 
inexperienced players can develop 
headaches due to poor techniques.) 


1. Organisation: (i) ask each ‘person to 
pull his hair back and mark a wet cross 
on his forehead with his finger to 
illustrate where to head the ball (it 
works); (ii) in pairs, 1 v 1, one ball 
(iii) serve yourself, with your headers 
hit named parts of your partner's 
body, eg. foot, chest; (iv) serve your 
panes (v) increase distance; (vi) 

‘eep the ball up together. 
Coaching: eyes open, mouth closed; 
head the ball don’t let it head you; feet 
shoulder width apart tense neck 
muscles. 

. Throw-head-catch; rules — pitch as for 
1. (iii), ball is played in a throw, head, 
catch sequence, Goals are scored only 
with the head. Interceptions must be 
by the appropriate sequential part of 
the body. 


. GOALKEEPING 
Overall Themes: double cover; use of 
feet rather than dive; catch whenever 
possible; safety; eye on the ball. 
Ground shot: rai ball rolled along 
floor; (ii) GK goes down on one knee, 
with it almost touching the achilles of 
the other leg. The knee does not face 
the ball. A long barrier is formed; (iii) 
trunk towards the ball; (iv) hands 
behind the ball and scoop into chest. 
Waist shot: show the advantage of 
moving to a ball thrown a metre to the 
side, emphasise bouncing on toes. 
Ground dive: demonstrate how to 
dive, when you have landed stay in a 
prone position on the side of your 
trunk-thigh-calf. 
Above head: W formation of hands, if 
taking off emphasise attacking the 
ball. Jumping off one foot with the 
other knee raised for balance. 


G, FIVE MINUTES REST, MAIN 
POINTS CONSOLIDATED, QUES- 
TION AND ANSWER 


H. DRIBBLING 
Organisation: a large number of play- 
ers in a grid square, each with one ball; 
players dribble freely. 
Coaching points: (i) ask players to use 
inside and outside of the foot; (ii) 
change pace; (iii) change direction; 
(iv) get head up; (v) emphasise im- 
provement; (vi) play dribble/posses- 
sion, kicking each others’ balls out of 
square. 
Apply principles in a 1 v 1 situation — 
encourage magic. 


. DRIBBLING AND TACKLING 
Organisation: pitch as before, players 
split into two groups, one at each side, 
and players are allotted corresponding 
numbers. Numbers are shouted out, 
and ball is thrown between the two 
players, 1 v 1 situations occur, tackling 
and shouting and dribbling. 
Progression: 2 v 2, interpassing plus 
above. 

The throw-in can be illustrated in this 
context.
